Edmonton.—The opening days 
of last week were important ones 
in Edmonton. On Monday the 
leader of the opposition, Hon. C. 

R. Mitchell, turned loose Ihis bat¬ 
teries on title Gbvernlinent. He was 
very good hulmoiuired throughout, 
however, and announced that the 
policy of the opposition would be 
to offer cWnsfauctive criticims, 
and he hoped that the wonkoif tflie 
session would be conducted by 
both sides with the object of serv¬ 
ing the electors, and not to fix 
political fences for the election. 

Fred White, Calgary member, 
and spokesman for the Labor 
group said that the Labor group’s 
attitude would be one of co-op¬ 
eration rather than of opposition 

The first speech of the new Pre- 
injier, Hon. J. Ei. Brownlee, had 
been looked forward to with ex¬ 
pectation from all sides of the 
House, and when he concluded a 
masterly two hour addr ,ss on 
..Tuesday pvenin'r touching on 
criticism received, on ihe present 
condtion -oif 1 the Province, and on 
its future outlook, he as s’hhw- 
ered with congratulation. Proba¬ 
bly the Most important feature of 
the speech was that dealing with' 
finances, and when he announced 
that he was able to announce for 
1926 the secotad largest surplus in 
tJhle history of the Province, 

$188,019. in place of the deficit an¬ 
ticipated in the 1925 budget, the 
enthusiasm wa s marked.

JAmited to graduates and under¬ 
graduates of Canadian univers¬ 
ities, a comprehensive tour through 
France has been arranged for this 
summer, starting in Quebec on May 
26 with the departure of the Em¬ 
press of Scotland, under the aus¬ 
pices of the French Government, the 
French universities and the Hon. 
Philippe Roy, commissioner-general 
of Canada in France. 

This tour has been organized by 
the Hon. Mr. Justice E. Fabre Sur- 
veyer, president of the Canadian Au¬ 
thors’ Association, in collaboration 
with Professor Rene du Roure, di¬ 
rector of the French summer school 
of McGill University. An entire 
month will be spent in France, al¬ 
though those who wish to do so may 
remain over and make extensions, 
at their own expense, to England. 

Arrangements have been made for 
the travellers to visit many univers¬ 
ity towns in “La Belle France.” By 
motor car they go to the Chateaux 
of the Loire and will also journey 
from Grenoble to Geneva via the 
Route des Alpes in the same way 
There will be an excursion on the 
Lake of Geneva where the famous 
Lorcano Peace Treaty was brought 
to a successful termination through 
the genius of Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain and his charming wife. A call 
at Lauzanne is also included in the 
programme. In Paris there will be 
receptions by French officials and 


entertainments of various kinds, a? 
well as motor tours to Versailles 
and Fontainebleau. 

Conducted by Justice Surveyev, 
the body of tourists will travel to 
Cherbourg on the Canadian Pacific 
liner Empress of Scotland and will 
return on the C.P. liner Melita. 

Arriving at Cherbourg on June 
2, the travellers will go to Bayeux, a 
quaint Norman town, famous the 
world over for its ancient cathedral, 
which dates back to the Roman pe¬ 
riod. From there the students will 
go to Caen, where is situated the 
Church of St. Stephen, built by Wil¬ 
liam the Conqueror. Alencon and 
afterwards Tours, “The Garden City 
of France,” are to be visited. Then, 
the party is due to proceed to a 
few of the far-famed chateaux of 
the Loire. There are the Villandry, 
Chinon, Azay-le-Rideau, Lanegais, 
Luynes, Amboise and Chenonceaux, 
all steeped in historical lore and 
filled with beautiful objects of art 
and architecture. 

At Poitiers, the tourists are to be 
tendered a reception by the rector 
of the university, and from there 
they will continue to the attractive 


commercial port of Bordeaux, where 
another reception is to be held by 
the university’s rector. There is also 
a trip to Perigeux where is to be 
seen a remarkable imitation of the 
Basilica of St. Mark at Venice. 

At Lyon, the second largest city 
| of France and centre of the silk in¬ 
dustry, the travellers are to be re¬ 
ceived by the university and by the 
city. W’hile visiting Grenoble, in the 
valley of the Isere,' a reception is 
to be given the party by the Syn¬ 
dicate d’lnitiative and the univers¬ 
ity. The monastery of the Grand 
Chartreuse is to be visited on the 
iway to Annecy. 

The official tour is scheduled to 
end on July 1 so that the majority 
of the students should be back in 
Montreal on July 9, with the arrival 
of the Melita. Pamphlets are now 
-being issued to those likely to be in¬ 
terested in the trip, but the an- 
nouncement has roused such 
interest that many inquiries have 
already been received at Canadian 
Pacific headquarter: in Montreal 
from students in all parts of the Do¬ 
minion. It is understood that McGill 
University will be well represented.

Fred J. "White, speaking for La¬ 
bor, said that the attitude of his 
gr'; 'up was one of co-opieration.

He favored tih'e Development of 
Spray Lakes power by th e Prov¬ 
ince ratlhler than by private enter¬ 
prise. 

The recent delegation from the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Asso¬ 
ciation was criticised on the 
ground that they had offered no 
constructive suggestions but on¬ 
ly objected to the proposals 
| brougirt forward by a previous 
labor delegation 

He suggested that the $112,000 
Wheat Board surplus should be 
used as the nucleus of a fund to 
provide for unemployment, as 
unemployment was largely caused 
by seasonal crop conditions. He 
didnoit agree with a questioner that 
enough should be deducted from 
farlm workers’ wages to provide 
for their unemployment, as it was 


not the men’s fault. They were 
willing to work the year round 

Mr White, in clolsing, urged 
conservation of natural resources 
for the benefit of the people, a 
system of long tenure 'of leased 
lands owned by the Province, ar- 
the appointment 'C|fi a union man 
as King’s printer. With refer¬ 
ence to the six vacancies in the 
House, Ihle wa§ quite satisfied with 
tih'e decision of the Government. 
The members whloi were elected in 
1921 should have fulfilled their 
obligation to stay till the dissolu¬ 
tion of the Assembly.

Premier Brownlee in congratu¬ 
lating thie new member from Med- 
1 cine Hat, expressed t|h'e hope that 
he would repeat in the Hous e the 
statements made by him during 
the Miedicine Hat bye-elections.

Canada has officially invited t(n 
British Dominions and colonies and 
all foreign powers to attend the 
world’s poultry congress at Ottawa, 
which is to be held from July 27 to 
August 4, 1927. Three thousand 
delegates are expected to attend. 

Canadian construction contracts 
for the month of January totalled 
$12,669,000 as compared with $8,- 
934,700 in January 1925. This rec¬ 
ord for January indicates that win¬ 
ter construction is rapidly increas¬ 
ing in favor.
